Rationale

Initial attack is always the first
priority.

Level 2 evacuations. Scouting indirect
options on the northeast corner of
Smith. Continue firing operations on
Smith and Big Hamlin.

Level 1, 2, and 3 evacuations
(evaluating level 3). Firing operations
on the south flank along Bethel Ridge.

Firing operations on the north and
south flanks of Chaos. Prepping
containment lines north to the
Bohemia Mine.

Level 1 and 3 evacuations. Firing
operations on northeast flank of Gales.
Continuing indirect line prep on the
south and southeast flanks.

Level 1, 2, and 3 evacuations. Firing
operations continue as fire behavior
dictates.
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Level 1 and 2 evacuations. Continuing
direct and indirect line in combination
with small firing operations.

Continuing direct and indirect line in
combination with small firing
operations.

Level 1 and 2 evacuations. Mopping
up and securing lines on the north
flank of Muckamuck. Implementing
priority suppression repair.

Continuing firing operations on the
south and northeast flanks. Continuing
to work indirect control lines.

Level 1 evacuations. Direct line
construction on the southeast corner of
Green Ridge.

Level 1, 2, and 3 evacuations
(planning to lift all evacuations on
8/30). Mopping up and securing lines
on all flanks. TOC to local unit today
at 1800 hrs.
